I. T Hey are of two ſorts, the Diftin& and Running 
(commonly called the Flux'd ) Pox.

III. In ripeneſ of Age, there js a great propenſity

Lympha; or from 
a Grumous Subſtance made of both, mixed together, 
and filling the Ventricles of the Brain: How the Blood 
or Lympha can come to fill the Ventricles of the Brain, 
can no ways be conceived but by a Diereſis, or Rupture 
of ſome of the Sanguiferous or Lymphatick Veſlels, to 
wit, thoſe of the leſſer ſort, or Capillaries ; if the San- 
guiferous Veſſels be broke only, Blood is the cauſe of 
the Diſeaſe ; if the Lymphatick only, then Water alone: 
Bur jf both be broken, then from a mixture of theſe 
two Subſtances, a Grumous thick Matter, not — 

e 
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like to thick Milk for ſubſtance, is produced, which is 
the Cauſe. Now the Morbifick Matter, of which kind 
ſoever, fe matters not, fil the Ventricles totally or in 
part; if totally, the firſt Fir bs always Fatal, and the 
Sick never comes to himſelf again; and this kind ts 
wholly uncurable, unleſs by any previous figns It is fore» 
ſeen, and a due Lyacuation by Errhines be timely made, 
whereby it may be prevented. If the Ventricles be but 
only filled In part, upon any violent agitarſon of the 
Head, as a great blow, or fall, turning round, c. the 
extravaſated Matter firiking againſt the Meninges of the 
Brain, and making as it were a c n of the ſame, 
through their —＋ 1 ſenſibillty, immediately fnduces 
a Paroxyfm.

But this is to be Noted, That in the Aſci- 
tes it ofren happens, That by the long continuance of 
the Water in the Abdomen, the Bowels are as it were 
par · boiled and corrupted, as alſo many of the Adjacent 
Parts, as is to be ſeen in the Deſcription of thoſe Bodies 
after Death; in this caſe it is impoſſible, that either 
Evacuators, Strengthners, or Heating Medicines can do 
any good, but all the aſſiſtance of Art will be unprofi- 
table: Yet ſince tis not eaſy to know, how much the 
Viſcera are Corrupted, tis our Duty to do our beſt in 
order to the Recovery of the Sick, as well by Vomi- 
ting and Purging as Dluretick and Strengthning Medi- 
cines; and neither to be Diſcouraged ones (elf, nor 
yet to-diſhcarten the Pazient 3 becauſe that we fee, that 
Nature her ſelf ſometimes does wonders, and by un- 
known and inſenſible ways, Reſtores the Sick again to 
his priſtin Health; Wherefore in the moſt ſtubborn 
and Deſperate Aſcites, cis Prudence to attack the —

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caſe with all the probable Methods, and wo partir che 
Cure with all the Circumſtances thereof, as if we had 
the greateſt Hopes. Laſtly, It is to be Noted, That if 
ic appears pony to be an Aſcites, and the quantlty of 
Water to be much, the beſt way is by Tapping, which 
; the, ſureſt way that can be: (and ſafe enough toe, if 
the Viſcer« be not Rotten) Authors order the Peractn- 
theßs to be made In the Side, ſome diſtance from the 
Lines alba, according to the Ductus of the Fibres ; 
and the ſooner ir is done, tis the better and ſafer. But 
our Moderns now perform the Operation by the Navel, 
more eſpectally if Nature indicates that part by thruſt- 
ing it forth ; otherwiſe they raiſe it with Cup Glaſ- 
fes (as they Tap their Negro's in the Weſt Indies) which 
ls indeed much eafier to be done and ſafer too, than 
that which is done by a Steel Pipe on the Side: I have 
ſeen Dr. Tho. Gardner the King's Chirurglan, do feveral 
of this kind, with @ great deal of Exquifitneſs and Fa- 
ciliry, the Patient not ſo much as feeling the Operation. 


CHAP. XVII. 
Of a Clap, or Virulent Gonorrhea. 


I. VI begins with an unuſual pain of the Members or 

I Genirals, and a rolling of the Teſticles. If the 
Glans or Head of the Yard be covered with the pre- 
puce or Foreskin, a Wheal or Pimple like a Meaſle ap- 
pears on the top of ir, and preſently after Liquid Mat- 
ter reſembling Sperm, begins to flow forth, which dal- 
ly receding fcom the colour and conſiſtence of Seed, at 
length grows Yellowith, and of à more dilute colour 
than the Yolk of an Egg. 

II. In the French-Pox, it is come to a higher de- 
gree of virulency or malignity ; the ſame is Green, and 
mixed with a watery humor ting d with Blood. 1 
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III. The formentioned Wheal or Pimple at length de- 
generates into an U cer, not unlike the Exulcerations 
u Childrens Mourhs , which continually ears deeper 
and wider; the Orifice being ſurrounded with a Callus. 

IV. Such as are Circumcits'd, or have the Glars or 
Nut of the Yard ſtript bare, are not troubled with an 
Ulcer in that part, only with a Gonorrhea or Running of 
the Reins. 

V. Preſently a great pain is felt in the Yard, as often 
as it is erected, chiefly in the Night when the Sick is 
hot — his Bed, as if it were wrung hard with ones 
Hand. | 

VI. The Yard is bowed by the Contraction of the 
part called the F1enum or Bridle. 

PII. To theſe Sigus may be added ſcalding of the 
Urine, which is very little while the Urine is coming 
forth, but aſter it is voſded, there is a ſenſe of heat 
and ſcalding through the whole Urethra or Paſſage, 
chiefly where ir ends in the Glans or Nut of the Yard. 

VIII. Sometimes lirtle Caruncles or -Excreſcences of 
Fleſh hinder the Paſſage of the Urine, and now and 
then there is feſt heat, paln, and inflamation of the 
Serotun or Cod. 

IX. Take of the Maſs of the Pills Cochiz the greater, 
three drams, extract of Rudius one dram, Ro ſin of Jalap 
and Dlagridlum, (or prepared Scammony) of each half a 
dr am, Opobalſamum as much as ſufficith : Make Pills, 
fix in a dram; of which let the Sick take four every 
Morning, till the heat and ſcalding of the Urine, and 
the yellow colour of the Seed-like Matter be much 
altered. 

Salmon.) IT am of the Opinion, That a Purge made 
up with a mixture of Precipitatum album, Arcanum Co- 
rallinum, or Turptthum Miner alt is much better: For in 
a Virulent Gonoryhæa, ſuch a Medicament will truly ſtrike 
at the root of the Venereal Venom, whereas other things 
do bur as it were play with it. This I know to be good 
Experimentally: Take Pill Cochiæ the leſs thrte-drams ; 
Turpethum Minerale two ſcruples z Oyl of Cloves or Ca- 
; | YAWAys 
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- raways tight drops: Mia and make a Maſs of Pills, for 
nine Doſes. Or yhus, Take Pill ex duobug three drams; 
Arcanum Corallinum, half 4 dran; Oyl of Linon, ten 
drops Mix, and make a Maſs for nine-Doſts: Or the 
Patient ma Fg 7,8, or 9 times, with our Pilalæ Ca- 
thartice, (deſcribed. in our Pharm. Chirurgica) than 
which poſſibly there is ſcarcely a better Medicine, for 
it anſwers all the intentions for which it js given: Now 
it Is neceſſary that the Patient ſhould cleanſe well be- 
fore any thing be given to ſtop, leſt the Poyſonous 
Matter being kept in by Aſtringents, ſhould cauſe the 
Diſtemper to Degenetate into the Grand Pox, and fo 
make the end worſe than the beginning As to the 
number of Purges, it will be ſafe to take 7, 8, or 9; 
fewer will be hazardous; wy they may be taken every 
other day in the Morning: But if the patient be weak, 
you may let two days be between. Theſe Purges which 
I have here preſcribed, do _ times do all the Inten- 
tlons of curing themſelves, without any other Medica- 
ment; more eſpecially if it be a recent Gonorrhæa, not 
being Clap upon Clap; taking away both Heat, Scald- 
ing of the Urine, and the Running together : But in 
Perſons who have often had ir, or where it has been of 

Tong ſtanding, you muſt not imagine to do the Cure 
by Purging ; for if in ſuch you ſhould Purge till the Run- 

ng ceaſe, *cis poſſible you might Purge the Patlent 
out of his Lifez at leaſt do him that miſchief, as to 
cauſe an incurable Gleet, ſeveral of which I have ſeen 
in my time, and only occaſioned through Vehement and 
long Purging : And this is a caution worth every young 

Artiſts taking Notice of. Another thing I am to re- 
mind you of, is, That if the Cathartich has not Pou- 
der of Colocynthis in it, it will never fo well anſwer 
your Intention, but the humor (in ſpight of all you can 
do) will be apt to break our again y for this Ingredient 
I have found, by long Experience, to be a ſpecifick a- 
aginſt Venercal Ve nom.

the Diſcaſe is made ten times harder to Cure than ever 
It was before: I know this Advice is by many re je- 
Red, but Fools do it to the hurt of their Patients ; 
and then oftentimes when they have done all they can, 
and cannor Cure them, they give them over with this 
hard Sentence, That they art Incur able: when the fault 
lay not in the Incurability of the Diſeaſe, but in their 
Il managing of it, by drawing the Morbifick Mattet 
into the Blood thro Bleeding, and other ill Practiſes, as 
exhibiting Aſtringents before their time, & c. 

XXI. Order alſo a Cooling and Thickving Diet, and 
Medicines having the ſame Virtues, as Milk and Water 
Emulfions of the cold Seeds, &c.
